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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-11, drawn to a method of forming droplets, classified in class 
239, subclass 8. 

II. Claims 12-16, drawn to a method of forming a pharmaceutical formulation, 
classified in class 260. 

III. Claims 17-25, drawn to an Atomizer for forming droplets, classified in 
class 239, subclass 433. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, 
modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the 
different inventions are not disclosed as usable together, the have different designs; 
invention I does not require the step of using a pharmaceutical or drying the particles 
that include the active agent, and they have different effects; invention II does not 
produce droplets having a diameter of less than 35 micrometers and invention II does 
not have the gas impinge the film at a right angle.. 
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Inventions III and II are related as product and process of use. The inventions 
can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) the 
process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product. See MPEP § 806.05(h). In the instant case the process 
of using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different 
product from the product as claimed. For example, the product required to perform the 
process does not need to have the second channel through which the atomizing gas 
may flow, the atomizing gas can come form an outside source or something other than 
a second channel. Additionally, the apparatus as claimed can be used to make droplets 
that are not pharmaceuticals and do not have an active agent. 

Inventions III and I are related as product and process of use. The inventions 
can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) the 
process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product. See MPEP § 806.05(h). In the instant case the process 
of using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different 
product from the product as claimed. For example, the product required to perform the 
process does not need to have the second channel through which the atomizing gas 
may flow, the atomizing gas can come form an outside source or something other than 
a second channel. 
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Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these 
inventions listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above 
and there would be a serious search and examination burden if restriction were not 
required because one or more of the following reasons apply: 

(a) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their 

different classification;

recognized divergent subject matter;

(d) the prior art applicable to one invention would not likely be applicable to

(e) the inventions are likely to raise different non-prior art issues under 35 U.S.C.
